Cabinet no to Hurvitz 


on safe-deposit pry

The cabinet on Friday rejected 
a far-ranging idea that might 
.have dealt a massive blow at th<^ 
biaek money in the economy. 
Meeting to discuss the change over 
from Israeli pounds to the new 
shekels. Premier Menahem Begin, 
Deputy Premier Slraba Ehrlich and 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir 
spiked a proposal that would have 
made the tax authorities, and 
possinly also the police, privy to the 
secrets people may be keeping In 
their bank safe-deposit boxes. 

As the cabinet assembled. Begin 
asked Sharply what the country’s 
police chief, Inspector-General 
Herzl Shaflr, was doing there. Who 
invited him, Begin wanted to know. 

Begin remained firm that Shaflr 
not join the meeting at which the 
police chief wanted to put forth the 
police view in support of the 
proposal that safe-deposit boxes he 
opened after a week’s prior notice 
and then only in the presence of an 
income tax officer and possibly 
police, too. 

Begin had been in on the secret of 
the currency change, but Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz had kept 
from him his proposal on the safe- 
deposits. Begin Immediately ob- 
jected. supported by Ehrlich. But it 
was Tamir who spearheaded the 
opposition and ensured its defeat. 

The basic opposition point was 
that Hurvitz's idea would constitute 
an Infringement of privacy. But 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer, Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira, 
Housing and Absorption Minister 
David Levy, Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz felt otherwise. 

Katz praised Hurvitz’s Idea and 
suggested that a sample number of 
safe-deposits be opened com- 
pulsorily, claiming that since 
people's privacy was In any case In- 
vaded. In other ways, this move — . 
as part of the war against black 
money — was quite acceptable. Ills 
estimated that there are between 
20.000 to 30,000 safe-deposit boxes 
rented by the public in the country’s 
hanks. 

Economic circles in Jerusalem 
yesterday said any such move 


would be, bound to fail in a cabinet 
including the Liberal Party. ‘ 

Friday’s meeting was convened 
in quick time after Hurvitz 
and his director-general learned 
that a journalist had the news of the 
currency change and was about to 
publicize it. The cabinet session 
was thus moved forward to Friday, 
instead of being held today as 
planned. 

The currency change. It was 
widely felt, will have no effect on In- 
flation in either direction. There 
may be some minor problems in the 
next few days as people pay for 
goods and services in both the old 
and new currency, as for example 
in tendering bus fares and receiv- 
ing change where speed is of the es- 
sence. 

Until new cheque books are 
printed, cheques must be made out 
in Israel pounds. 

Debts, both private and those 
owed by public bodies, should be 
divided by 10 and written as 
shekels, as will be done with 
salaries which, expressed in 
shekels, will be a tenth of the 
number of Israel pounds that they 
are today. 

Yesterday, money changers in 
the Old City could be seen rehear- 
sing the new rates of conversion, 
holding up IL500 notes and saying 
that these were now 50 shekels. 

'Die introduction of the shekel 
was decided on to principle by the 
Knesset in June 1909. In November 
1977; Bank of Israel Governor Ar- 
non Gafny thought the time had 
come to make the switch to shekels. 
The decision by Begin and Ehrlich, 
who was then finance minister, 
came In May 1978. Thus the Menora 
Operation (its code name) was 
launched. 

Hurvitz and Gafny finally put the 
operation into high gear in 
November 1979, when it was decid- 
ed to keep everything a close secret 
for fear of causing public panic. 

. The decision, to- refrain from 
charging any tax as cash is chang- 
ed is intended to avoid hitting at 
those who may quite innocently be 
holding large sums in cash. It Is 
generally felt that many black 
money owners keep their wealth 
not in cash but in property, gold, 
foreign currency or diamonds. 


Tito has pneumonia 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AF). — 
Doctors for President Josip Bros 
Tito disclosed yesterday that the 
Yugoslav leader is being kept alive 
by a kidney machine, and is suffer- 
ing from pneumonia. 

The announcement shattered 
already faint hopes in some 
medical circles that the 87-year-old 
Tito is in a period of stabilization.

Kabul under martial law; 
hundreds killed in fighting 


KABUL. — The capital of 
Afghanistan was under martial law 
as fighting between anti- 
communist Moslem rebels and 
Soviet and Afghan troops continued 
for the second day yesterday on a 
reduced scale; after Friday clashes 
left hundreds of dead and several 
thousand injured, according to 
hospital sources. 

A Western diplomat, who picked 
up an injured man in the street and 
took him to Joumourlst Hospital, 
counted more than 50 bodies lined 
up on the floor for burial. Another 
eye-witness saw six civilian dead 
lying in the street following renew- 
ed fighting yesterday morning. 

The streets of Kabul were 
deserted, with Soviet and Afghan 
tanks and roadblocks seen in many 
parts of the city. 

A general strike, which began on 
Thursday, was still in effect yester- 
day. Most merchants participated 
in the protest against the Soviet 
military presence by shuttering 
their shops. 


Bitter fighting erupted 
simultaneously in different parts of 
the city shortly after midday Fri- 
day, suggesting that the uprising 
was carefully prepared. 

One report from New Delhi 
quoted "reUable sources" assaying 
that 4,000 Afghan army troops turn- 
ed guns on their Soviet com- 
manders In Kabul on. Friday, 
precipitating the martial law 
decree. 

Diplomatic reports said the 
Soviet ambassador to Afg h a n istan 
and the commander-in-chief of the 
Afghan army met President 
Babrak Karmal Friday. A cabinet 
meeting followed and it was then 
announced that the 11th, 19th and 
2lst divisions of the Afghan army 
were "dismissed.". 

The heaviest shooting occurred 
near the Bala Hissar fortress, an 
Afghan army installation on the 
outskirts - of the city, in 
neighbourhoods near the Soviet em- 
bassy and at a military area 
northwest of the city, where both

— Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev declared on Fri- 
day that the Soviet Union will puD 
its troops out of Afghanistan if the 
U.S. and Afghanistan’s neighbours 
guarantee an end to “outside In- 
terference* ’ in that backward 
Moslem nation. 

Elsewhere in Friday's address, 
Brezhnev accused U.S. President

pretext for expansion in Asia. 


Weizman: Nuclear blast report— ‘nonsense’

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
and other .key Israeli defence of- 
ficials have described as "absolute 
nonsense" a CBS News report aired 
on Thursday night that Israel ex- 
ploded a nuclear device off the 
South African coast last 
September. 

As in the past, they refused to 
make a direct comment on whether 


Israel possesses nuclear capability 
or not But they went out of their 
way, both on and off the record, to 
ridicule the report on the U.S. 
television network which was based 
on previously-published — and 
publicly denied — data for a yet-to- 
be-publlshed book by two Israeli 
Journalists. 

The reporter responsible for the 
story is Dan Raviv. the CBS radio 
stringer who works out of the TeZ 
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Aviv bureau. The manuscript is. 
now at the military censor undergo- 
ing the mandatory examination. 
Raviv apparently got hold of a copy 
and decided it was worth smuggling 
to Rome, and thus evading cen- 
sorship, to offer it to CBS TV news. 

There b no evidence that Raviv 
tried to verify whether the claims 
by the two Journalists, Ami Daren 
and Eli Teieher, were accurate. 

Raviv also reportedly made no' 
attempt to check the book's status 
at the censor and find out whether 
the “top secret” data quoted so 
' dramatically by CBS would have 
been subject to his bine pencil — 
since everything pot mi the air by 
GBS bad been published before. 

It was not clear last night what 
action, if any, Israeli authorities 
might take against Raviv. The chief 
military censor, Tat-Aluf Yitzhak 
Shanl, refused to comment to The 
Jerusalem Post on the conse- 
quences of Raviv's blatant evasion 
of censorship rules.

Currency change effect 
only ‘psychological’

The Knesset will be asked 
tomorrow to approve the Shekel 
Currency Bill, which substitutes 
one shekel to new currency for 
every 10 Israel pounds. 

The announcement of the curren- 
cy switch was made at a press con- 
ference convened at the Treasury 
on short notice on Friday by 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
and the governor of the Bank of 
Israel, Arnon Gafny. 

Two other bills will be tabled to 
the Knesset tomorrow. One re- 
quires that all sizeable transactions 
be registered, and the other that 
owners of certain amounts of 
capital report on all assets in their 
possession, within three months of 
the bill's passage into law. 

The purpose of the currency 
reform is to substitute a stronger 
unit in place of the depreciated 
pound, Hurvitz said. The change 
will have only a psychological 
effect in the battle against Inflation, 
he admitted. 

The closer supervision of the flow 
of funds is aimed at wiping out 
black capital. 

No new tax is envisaged at the 
moment — neither on the exchange 
of currencies, nor on the capital 
declared, according to Hurvitz. 

There will probably be a rush to- 
day to convert pounds into shekels, 
though the pounds remain legal 
tender for three months, until they 
can be collected by the central 
bank. 


The shekels, which were printed 
in great secrecy In Holland, have; 
the same design as the old notes, 

hut the denominations are divided' 
by io. On the new nates "shekalim" 
replaces "lirot." Because of the 
similarities, they will have to be 
scrutinized carefully in every ex- •' 
change. 

A new banknote of 1S100 bearing 
the portrait of Ze’ev Jabotinsky will . 
be released shortly. 

Coins will also be replaced. The' 
smaller ones, up to 25 agorot, are no 
longer valid currency and must he 
exchanged. The new pieces will be 
one agora (equal to 10 old ones), 
five agorot, 10 agorot (equal to a 
pound), and half-a-shekel (five- 
pounds). 

Asked whether this is not an op- 
portunity to Impose a one-time 
wealth tax, Gafny pointed out that 
wealth takes many forms, and the 
possession of cash Is only one of 
them, so it would be unfair to tax 
cash alone. 

The shekel was first used in 
Babylon five millennia ago, as a 
weight for measuring gold and 
silver. Its first Biblical mention is 
in Genesia. when Abraham buys the 
Cave of Machpela from Ephron the 
Hittite for “four hundred shekels of 
silver" to bury his wife Sarah.

PLO-held Israeli woman 
exchanged for 2 terrorists 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP). — A 
woman held by the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization for six 
years as an alleged Israeli spy was 
exchanged on Friday tor two 
Palestinian terrorists serving life 
sentences in Israeli Jans. 

The exchange was carried out un- 
der strict secrecy and with tight 
security precautions at Cyprus’ 
Larnaca airport. The two terrorists 
arrived in a Jet which then took the 
woman away. 

Both the Red Cross, who super- 
vised the operation, and the Cypriot 
authorities refused to identify the 
three persons involved. But in- 
formed sources in Cyprus and 
Beirqt said the woman was an 
Israeli who posed as an Arab while 
working as a psychologist in Beirut, 
where the PLO has Its head- 
quarters. She was arrested there in 
1974. 

The Israel army spokesman 


Issued an announcement on Friday 
confirming that the exchange had 
taken place. He added that the two 
Palestinians "had almost com- 
pleted their prison sentences" but- 
refused to give- any more details. 

The Cypriot and Beirut sources 
said one of the exchanged terrorists 
was Wtlllan Naguib Nassar, a 
Christian Palestinian, arrested in 
Jerusalem in 1968. Nassar, then a 
22-year-old chemist, was one of the 
first operatives of Yasser Arafat 
Fatah terror group to he arrested. 
He was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment for murder and sabotage. His 
release has been repeatedly 
demanded by Palestinian airline 
hijackers Including those at 
Entebbe in 1078. 

The sources identified the second 
only by his code name, Abu Ali, say- 
ing he was arrested in the Gaza 
Strip in 1971. 


Car bomb in Beirut kills 
Jemayyel baby, 7 others 


BEIRUT (AP). — Prospects of 
national entente in divided Lebanon 
slumped further yesterday when 
eight Christians, including the 18- 
month-old daughter of Influential 
militia commander Beahir 
Jemayyel, were killed in a shatter- 
ing blast to a mostly Christian sec- 
tor of Beirut. 

Apparently employing a remote 
control device, unknown assailants 
detonated a booby-trapped car near 
the passing limousine of Jemayyel, . 
leader of the Phalange party 


militia, on a jammed street near 
the Foreign Ministry. 

Jemayyel' a daughter, Maya, and 
two escorts in the passing car were 
killed at once. Several others died 
within an hour, according to 
witnesses. Some 20 other people 
were injured. The 33-year -old Jem- 
mayel was not In the car. 

The bomb attack coincided with a 
wave of kidnapping of Lebanese 
army soldiers by leftist gunmen of 
the breakaway Lebanese Arab 
Army in the Moslem-dominated 
west sector of the capital.

More U.S. arms slated for Egypt

WASHINGTON. - The Carter ad- 
ministration Has notified Congress 
of its intention to provide Egypt 
With 300 advanced M6Q A3 tanks, 
administration and congressional 
sources disclosed yesterday. 

The sources said the administra- 
tion was simultaneously seeking an 
additional 5200m. military loan for 
Egypt to pay for these and other 
weapons, including 38 F -18 fighter 
bombers. 


They added that the Carter ad- 
ministration is prepared in princi- 
ple to sell Egypt the more 
sophisticated F-15, fighter as well, 
although no formal sale Is expected 
to be proposed this year. In any 
case, sources here said, earliest 
possible delivery of the F-15 to 
Egypt could come only in 1984, 
given current production 
schedules.

Cairo yesterday that the arms the 
U.S. plans to sell Egypt "will not

Navon encourages

More 
increases are unlikely because of 
congressional opposition to Israel's 
settlement policy it was said. 


Sadat: Egypt needs arms 
because M.E: ‘is burning’ 


CAIRO (UPI). — President Anwar 
Sadat says the Middle East ls "bur- 
ning" and Egypt is seeking ad- 
vanced American arms not only for 
self-defence but also to help defend 
other Arab countries. 


In an Interview with the weekly 
magazine "October" published 
yesterday, Sadat also said Egypt 
remains committed to the 
"liberation" of Ifcraeit-occupied 
Palestinian land including East 
Jerusalem. 


This commitment ls a strategic 
"national objective" and not a tac- 
tic that will last only until Israel 
completes withdrawal from Egyp- 
tian territory, he told editor Anis 
Mansour, a presidential confidant. 

Asked how to reconcile the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty con- 
cluded last March with current 
Egyptian efforts to obtain 
sophisticated U.S. arms, Sadat 
said: 


"The military alphabet is that 
you should always he prepared. 
Peace comes only with readiness to 
counter Anything that could destroy 
it. No one knows what the future 
has in store. As you see, the Arab 
area and the entire Middle East are 
burning. Egypt's military 
preparedness is not necessarily for 
self-defence only. Maybe we will 
need this to defend our Arab 
brothers, too. This Is Egypt's duty 
at all times." 

Sadat has previously said that 
despite Arab opposition to the 
peace treaty, Egypt would go to the 
aid of any Arab state subjected to 
Soviet aggression. 

Sadat denied claims that Egypt 
will stop seeking full autonomy for 
the West Bank and Gaza 
Palestinians as soon as Israel com- 
pletes troop withdrawal from oil 
Egyptian territory. "Autonomy and 
(East) Jerusalem constitute a 
national objective." he said. 


Labour court to rule today 
on Ben-Elissar’s secretary

Ambassador-designate to Egypt 
Ellahu Ben-Ell sa ar will emplane as 
scheduled for Cairo at 4 a.m. today 
— while a labour court in 
Jerusalem decides whether his 
longtime secretary, Fanny 
Ashkenazi, can continue working 
for him. 

The envoy plans to take 
Ashkenazi with him, if government 
lawyers advise that he can do so 
despite the pending^ourt session.

TEL AVIV. — Police here yester- 
day morning arrested a 88-year-old 
man In connection with the murder 
of his wife and 10 -year-old daughter 
on Friday night. The two victims 
were burned to death after an ex- 
plosive charge went off in their car 
while they were travelling In it. 

At 10 o'clock on Friday night San- 
dra Rosensteln and her daughter 
Tali left a friend's house In the 
Yarkon district. They entered their 
Opel Rekord station wagon and 
drove towards their Neve A vivid 
home. 

When the car reached the 
northern end of Rehov Ibn Gvirol 
and began turning into Rehov Shai 
Agnon, a grenade exploded under 
the front seat, causing the Interior 
of the vehicle to burst into flames. 
The car continued another 50 
metres, climbed the sidewalk and 
stopped when it crashed Into a bus 
stop pole. 

Fire fighting trucks, an am- 
bulance and police were rushed to 
the scene and put out the fire. San- 
dra and Tall Rosensteln were 
already dead. 

Sandra Rosensteln, 37, came to 
Israel from South Africa In 1988. 
She taught English at the Weiz- 
mann elementary school In Jaffa. 

In 1971, when she became preg- 
nant, she married the owner of a 
boutique In Ramat Gan, and the two 
lived together for a few months. 
When their daughter Tali was three 
months old, Sandra wanted to leave 
her husband and applied to the rab- 
binical court for a divorce, but her 
husband refused to grant her one. 

After 1972 the two are said to have 
quarrelled often, and some of their 
disputes reached Tel Avlv'a 
District Court. Sandra Rosensteln 
claimed that her husband beat her 
and took their child without her per- 
mission. Her husband denied these 
charges. 

According to police sources, Im- 
mediately after his arrest yester- 
day morning,' the husband claimed 
that he had spent Friday night at a 
nightclub and denied any connec- 
tion with the incident. 

A senior police source in the 
Yarkon sub -district said that his 
alibi will be checked. "Even if he 
was where he claims to have been 
during the murder, it does not 
prove his Innocence. The explosive 
charge was connected to a timing 
device which was apparently set a 
few hours before the explosion," 
the officer said. 

The officer said the police are 
also checking the possibility that 
the murder was committed by ex- 
perts at settling accounts in this 
manner.

Coalition politicians were 
generally pleased, those of the op- 
position talked of "cosmetic 
changes.” and banking circles said 
conversion to the new currency in- 
troduced on Friday would cost 
them a lot of shekels. 

The Histadrut. led by Secretary- 
General Yerobam Mesbel, was 
sceptical. "It was far from being a 
decisive economic move,” Meahel 
said. Grudging approbation was 
given by Histadrut leaders to the 
new steps intended to catch black 
capital, but these measures were 
seen as merely an Insufficient step 
In the right direction. Central Com- 
mittee member Naftoll Ben-Moshe 
complained that the government 
did not approve examination of 
safety deposit boxes and bank ac- 
counts which, he said, would have 
caught a lot of black capital. 

On the other side of the Histadrut 
fence. Herat MK Melr Cohen; who 
leads the Likud faction in the 
labour federation, said the shekel 
"heralds a new era," and called 
upon the Histadrut not to sabotage 
the government's efforts 1 'to put the 
economy on the path to recovery ." 

Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich, who as finance minister 
had initiated the plans for the new 
currency two years ago, talked 
about the need to replace the 
"disrespected" Israel pound with a 


different currency; But some 
members of Ehrlich’s Liberal Par-

There was hardly any praise in 
the opposition tor Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz's bombshell.

Investors ignore slump fears

The share market disregarded 
signs of a deepening economic 
recession last week and sizeable 
gains were made in all sectors of 
trading. 

The week began with a large sell- 
off of shares and big gains In Index- 
linked bonds following the publica- 
tion of an unexpectedly high cost-of- 
living Index for January. But at the 
second session, the share market 
and index-linked bond market 
began to stabilize. 

And for most of the rest df the 
week buying orders flooded In and 
the share market rose steeply, 
while Interest in index-linked bonds 
waned with daily turnovers remain- 
ing below ILiOOm. 


The announcement of a spec- 
tacularly successful United Mizrahi 
Bank balance sheet and a hefty 
cash dividend and share bonus 
fuelled the market. Subsequently, 
General Mortgage Bank also 
published highly satisfactory 
figures. 

In all “bull" markets, there la 
generally one event that captures 
the imagination of the investors. 
Last week the shares of the Molett 
paper company stole the limelight. 
After four, days of trading as 
"buyers only,” the shares soared 


WALL STREET WEEK 


Inflation is ‘nat’l emergency’ 


NEW YORK CAP). — Wall Street 
has had a rocky time of it in the past 
few days, coming face to face, with 
the . prospect that inflation in the 
U.S. may be even worse this year 
than it was in 1979. 

The bond market's problems, 
which began several months ago, 
intensified last week with some of 
the biggest price declines in 
modern memory. And the stock 
market lost ground for the second 
straight week, putting a damper on 
recent hopes that stocks were com- 
ing back into vogue as hedges 
. against inflation. 

Some, of the sharpest declines in 
both markets came after a promi- 
nent money-market expert* Henry 
Kaufman of Salomon Brothers, 
gave a speech Thursday in Los 
Angeles that painted a dreary out- 
look. Kaufman described inflation 
as a national emergency, and said 
the government should formally 
declare it to be just that. "We are in 
& quagmire from which it will be 
hard to extricate ourselves without 
substantial risks and pain," he 
said. “No letup is in sight." 

Kaufman predicted that the infla- 
tion rate this year would exceed 


last year's rapid pace, and that in- 
terest rates, already at or near 
record. levels* weift headed higher 
stilL.- 

r.«.Qn FCWWfc several developments 
seemed to bear him out. The first of 
the government's monthly reports 
for the new year showed the con- 
sumer price index up 1-4 per cent in 
January — its sharpest Increase in 
six and a half years. 

Leading banks engaged in a leap- 
frog scramble to raise their prime 
lending rates to record levels. New 
York's Citibank and several others 
increased the basic charge on blue- 
chip loans from 15 % to 16 t K per 
cent. 

Not long afterward. Bank of 
America, Morgan Guaranty Trust 
of NAw'York and some others went 
from 15 % to 16 % per cent. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 In- 
dustrials wound up Friday at 868.77, 
down 16.21 for the week on top of a 
10.75-point loss the week before. 

The boost in prime lending rates 
made the dollar move sharply 
higher and the price of gold tumble 
on Friday. Gold for February 
delivery was S615 an ounce on New 
York's Commodity Exchange, Inc. 


Israelis held on Europe drug charges 


BUENOS AIRES. — A criminal 
court of appeals on Thursday 
granted the extradition to West 
Germany of an Israeli^ citizen 
wanted on narcotics trafficking 
charges. 

He was identified as Yosef Amlel, 
38, a businessman with an Israeli 
passport whose extradition was 
requested by Frankfurt's regional 
court. 

Ami el was accused of having set 
up an organization for Introducing 
and distributing narcotics in West 




Germany and in Holland between 
January 1974 and March 1975. 

Meanwhile, a Haifa court on Fri- 
day ordered another Israeli who 
lives abroad, Shlomo Gross, 
formerly of Klryat Yam, held in 
custody for seven days while police 
Investigate drug charges against 
him. Gross, who has lived in West 
Germany for the past six years. Is 
suspected of large-scale drug traf- 
ficking, and possession of narcotics. 

According to the police represen- 
tative, Gross came to Israel some 
days ago to find out what happened 
to a consignment of drugs that fail- 
ed to reach Its destination. The 
drugs were Intercepted in 
Frankfurt. Israel police held Gross 
in response to an Interpol request.

Jerusalem Pest Reporter 
HAIFA. — Eilat port has held its 
own nnd even slightly increased its 
cargo volume in the face of com- 
petition from the opening of the 
Suez Canal to Israeli shipping. But 
the Ports Authority has no plana . 
and no money to build a new quay 
there, authority head Yitzhak 
Rahav said on Friday. 

Rahav was responding to Thurs- 
day night’s Mabat television news 
item which showed what was 
described as a new quay being built 
at the port. He said the film actual- 
ly showed work In progress on 
levelling a plot of land for ad- 
ditional storage facilities.. 

On the plan to rebuild Eilat har- 
bour u kms inland, which was the 


subject of the Mabat report, Rahav 
said the Porte Authority would 
operate the new harbour when It 
was completed, if those In power 
decided to build it. But the Ports 
Authority was quite happy with the 
existing harbour. 

Speaking earlier at the Haifa 
Maritime and Economics Club, 
RahAv said the Authority had 
prepared a balanced, IL8,lb. 
budget for the next fiscal year — a 
rise of 76 per cent over'the current 
budget. He hoped to get govern- 
ment approval for some tariff 
changes to adjust them more close- 
ly to real coats, mainly by reducing 
the present n& valorem wharf fee 
on imports and raising the handling 
charges instead.

NEW YORK (JTA). - Despite 
widespread tension evoked by the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
Soviet Jews are continuing to 
emigrate at about the same rate as 
in 1979. "The New York Times" 
reported on Friday from Moscow. 

Citing "authoritative information 
from Western diplomatic sources," 
correspondent Craig Wbitney 
reported that Jewish emigration 
was a record 50,461 In 1979. The 
peak came last October, when 4,887 
Jews were given exit visas. The 
figure declined to 3,600 In 


November and 3,300 in December. 

In January, Whitney reported, 
despite the tough Western response 
to the Afghanistan situation, 3,300 
Jews were permitted to leave and 
“apparently about as many will 
leave this month as well." 

Western officials with ties to the 
Jewish emigration movement said 
"emigration slacked off in the first 
weeks of 1980 but not 
dramatically." The Stats Depart- 
ment has sent a Soviet desk official, 
William Far rand, to. Moscow last 
week to check the situation.

Afghan and Soviet troops are bas- 
ed, the reports said. 

On Thursday night, tens of 
thousands of citizens had gathered 
in the streets or on the flat roofs of 
their homes to chant "All&hu 
Akbar" (Allah is great) In defiance 
of the Russians. The crowds quickly 
formed street demonstrations and 
began chanting anti-Soviet slogans. 

Some Afghan armoured cars 
were set on fire during the night 
with Molotov cocktails. 

Friday, the Moslem day of 
prayer, began in an atmosphere of 
tension throughout the city. The 
authorities sealed off the streets 
around the government head- 
quarters in the People's Palace, the 
Soviet military command and the 
Soviet embassy. 

At mid-day, as many thousands 
of the faithful emerged from prayer 
in the mosques, they again formed 
into noisy anti-Russian 
demonstrations that converged on 
the city centre. 

Soviet Mig-21 and Mlg-23 fighter 
bombers roared continuously over 
the city just above roof level in an 
apparent effort to intimidate tbe 
population. Soviet MI-24 helicopter 
gunshlps attacked rebel 
strongpolnts with their heavy 
machineguns.

Bronze Age dwelling 


unearthed in Tel Aviv 


Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A 4,000-year-old 
dwelling pit and storage place have 
been unearthed during road- 
widening on Rehov Hamas ger at 
the Yitzhak Sadeh junction, city 
archaeologists said on Friday. 

The bell-shaped pits, about a 
metre across at the top and widen- 
ing to 2.6 metres at the bottom, 
were cut In the sandstone layer now 
covered by about a metre of earth, 
and are about 25 metro a apart. 

One pit obviously served to store 
cereals. Ashes on the beaten earth 
floor of the second pit Indicate It 
was used for cooking. The dating, to 
the early Bronze 1 period, has been 
determined by an examination of 
the ashes, and is borne out by the 
pottery sherds. Bones of sheep, 
goats and possibly cows were found 
alongside tbe ashes.

"The fin- 
dings are not a mandatory order 
that Panama must carry out," said 
the newspaper "Matuttno." 

A Panamanian lawyer assisting 
the Iranian government said 
yesterday in Teheran that Iran 
must undertake not to execute the 
deposed shah if its case to have the 
former monarch extradited from 
Panama Is to succeed. ' 

Former Panamanian justice 
minister Juan Materao Vazquez, 
asked at a news conference it the 
Iranian authorities would be oblig- 


ed to say they would not execute the 
shah in order to secure his extradi- 
tion, replied: "That is correct.” 

Meanwhile, the taxi was king in 
the almost-deserted streets of 
Teheran as a three-day ban on 
private cars came into force. 

The experimental ban appeared 
to be successful. The authorities 
have said If it works, they might ex- 
tend it. 

Teheran's last mayor was ex- 
ecuted after last year's Islamic 
revolution, on charges including 
driving the population mad by 
allowing traffic to burgeon un- 
checked. 

The newspaper "Itela'at" 
reported yesterday that Teheran’s 
notorious red-light district is to be 
bulldozed and replaced with a 
bazaar and a mosque. 

The brothel district of Shahr-e-

Terror attacks escalate in El Salvador 
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SAN SALVADOR. — Terrorists 
burst into the home of a govern- 
ment official yesterday, hauled him 
from his bed and killed him in a 
blaze of machinegun and pistol fire, 
authorities said. 

On Friday night, a group of un- 
identified gunmen tried to storm 
the Armed forces general staff 
building but were repelled by 
government forces, a military 
spokesman said. 

Mario Zamora Rivas, 35, a Chris- 
tian Democratic Party official, was 
asleep when a group of unidentified 
gunmen burst into his room, hauled 
him to a bathroom and killed him. 


officials said. 

On Wednesday, former security 
forces intelligence chief Roberto 
D'Abusisson accused Zamora 
Rivas of being a link between the 
government and leftist forces seek- 
ing to take control of the country. 
Two of Zamora Rivas subordinates 
were gunned down on Thursday. 

The military spokesman, describ- 
ing the attack on the armed forces 
staff building, said he had no im- 
mediate information on casualties. 

And 'on Friday, some 30 pistol- 
wielding teenagers belonging to the 
revolutionary association of junior 
high school students seized a fourth 


San Salvador junior high school and 
were bolding about 140 captives. 
The government won the release of 
some 100 other hostages. 

The youths, 12 to IS-years-old, 
forced school officials to leave the 
building and set up their head- 
quarters in the principal's office. 

Other bands of armed students 
held about 240 persons hostage at 
three San Salvador junior high 
schools, which they seized on 
Thursday. 


They were demanding massive 
enrolment in public schools and an 
end to all tuition fees. (AP, UPI) 


Captain suspected of sinking his ship 


DAKAR. Senegal. — The Greek 
captain and chief engineer of a 
Liberian supertanker, suspected of 
responsibility for the sinking of 
their boat and the illegal sale of its 
cargo to South Africa, are to be ex- 
tradited, the Senegal appeals court 
decided last week. 


Liberia had requested the ex- 
tradition of the two men, held in jail 
here since February 11, to answer 
charges that they played a leading 


role in the unlawful sale of the oil 
cargo to South Africa and the 
deliberate destruction of the 
214.000-ton tanker, the Salem, off 
Senegal's coast on January 17. The 
pair appeared to have falsified 
documents to cover up the alleged 
multi-million dollar swindle, the 
appeals court ruled. 

The captain is already wanted by 
Greek authorities in connection 
with the sinking of a Greek 
freighter last year. (UPI, Reuter) 


Quake hits Hokkaido 


TOKYO (AP). — An earthquake 
yesterday rattled Japan's northern- 
most island of Hokkaido, and the 
national meteorological agency 
issued a tidal wave warning for the 
entire Pacific coast of Japan. 


Police said there were no reports 
of casualties or damage in the 
quake, which was said to have 
shaken houses on Hokkaido. 


46 killed in India 
air force crash 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Forty- 
six paratroopers and airmen were 
killed when an Indian air force 
plane crashed and burned on a 
night training mission on Friday. 

The plane, a Fairchild Packet, 
crashed during the night soon after 
taking off from an airbase near 
Agra, 200 km. south of Delhi. 


Ex-SS men jailed 
for death of 
Dutch brothers 


HAGEN, West Germany (AF). — 
Two former Nazi SS elite guards 
were sentenced to prison on Friday 
for complicity in murdering two 
Jewish brothers in occupied 
Holland in the waning days of 
World War fit. 

Despite extensive testimony 
against them, the court was unable 
to determine which of the two 
defendants pulled the trigger, and 
sentenced both to the lesser crime 
of complicity rather than murder 
as demanded by the prosecution. 

Siert Bruins, 59, and August 
Neuhaeuser, 67, were handed jail 
terms of seven and eight years, 
respectively, tor the executions of 
Me jer and Lazarus Sleutel on April 
20, 1945, in Delf Zifl. 

The Sleutels were arrested by the 
two SS guards in the port town and 
forced to dig their own graves 
before they were shot.

Californians dig out from $350m.floods 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). — Blue 
skies brought relief this week-end 
to thousands of weary Southern 
Californians digging through mud 
and debris left by the worst floods 
In 12 years. Flood damage was es- 
timated at $350m. 

Houses are still sliding down 
hillsides and at least 6,000 people 
have been forced from their homes, 
but the respite has given engineers 


an opportunity to divert rivers and 
make emergency repairs to roads. 

The death toll compiled by state 
officials is 36, some of them missing 
and presumed dead. 

In Brazil last week, more than 
200,000 persons were left homeless 
and an unknown number dead by 
the worst flooding to hit the country 
in 30 years, the government said 
EYlday. 


OPEC plans new joint prices policy 


LONDON (AF) . — The six-member 
long-term strategy committee of 
the Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries on Friday ap- 
proved a plan for quarterly oil price 
hikes pegged to currency-market 
fluctuations, inflation and 
economic growth in the West. 


Kuwaiti Oil Minister Ali Khalifa 
al-Sabah said the panel's 
recommendation would be 
presented to an "extraordinary" 
meeting of oil ministers from all 12 
OPEC nations before June. 


The plan would seek to restore a 
single oil pricing system and would 
replace the post year's oil market 
free-for-all in which OPEC prices 


doubled to around $30 per 42-gallon 
barrel as nervous buyers built up 
stockpiles in the wake of the Ira- 
nian revolution and OPEC's control 
over prices collapsed. 

The OPEC panel, at a two-day 
meeting which ended on Friday, 
also recommended keeping the 
cartel's 30 million to 32 million 
barreis-a-day oil output essentially 
unchanged “for the next few years 
at least.'' a member of the panel 
said. 

But when asked why Kuwait has 
announced a 25 per cent cut in oil 
production to 1.5 million barrels a 
day. the oil minister said; "We had 
our own reasons for doing so and we 
chose the time to do It.” 


Greece rejects plan to rejoin NATO 


ATHENS (Reuter). — Greece has 
rejected plans submitted by 
NATO's supreme commander in 
Europe for the country's re-entry 
Into the alliance's integrated 
military structure, an official an- 
nouncement said on Friday. 


The announcement 'was issued 
following a ministerial meeting 
chaired by Premier Constantine 
Karamanlis. ' 


Greece withdrew from NATO’s 
military wing iii 1974 to protest tbe 
invasion of Cyprus by Turkey, 




which Is also a member of the 
alliance. 

The announcement did not 
elaborate on the plan but usually 
reliable sources said ft gave Turkey 
increased control over Aegean air 
space and the Aegean Sea. 

The Greek government an- 
nounced yesterday the reopening of 
its air corridors in the Aegean Sea, 
after the Turkish government lifted 
a 1974 ruling that all planes flying 
over the Aegean must be guided 
and controlled by Turkish air traf- 
fic monitors. . . 


WASHINGTON. — After the latest 
gloomy inflation, figures, 
Democratic Senator' Edward 
Kennedy, a contender for the 
presidential nomination, urged the 
U.S. to adopt strict and immediate 
price controls. But the administra- 
tion of President Jimmy Carter 
said that mandatory ceilings will 
not be imposed. 

The January Inflation figure of 
1.4 per cent, the worst in over six 
years, will make the annual rate 
1R.2 per cent If it continues. 

The Massachusetts senator went 
out on a limb, attempting to deflect 
interest from the foreign policy 
questions which have put Carter 
ahead in the polls so far. He is the . 
only candidate of either -party to 
have called for price controls to 
fight the country's economic 
problems. 

In a campaign speech for the first 
presidential primary election this 
year, in New Hampshire, he ac- 
cused Carter of ignoring the danger

THE MARKET area, in particular, 
was a locale where Meyer could 
observe the multifaceted 
Jerusalem population. In October 
2901, Meyer was present when 
Prince Adalbert of Germany came 
to Jerusalem. "The occasion gave 
me a good chance to see a 
Jerusalem crowd, and It must be 
confessed that it is ob picturesque 
as can be Imagined. Arabs of all

Yisrael. He was one of the early 
leaders in the Palestine Economic 
Corporation, Israel Investors Cor- 
poration, the Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank, and the Israel Corpora- 
tion, and at one time served on the 
board of the Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank and the Israel Corpora- 
tion. 

He played an-rmpertant role in 
the organization of the Jerusalem 
Economic Conference convened by 
the late Prime Minister Levi 
Eshkol In 1968, which stimulated 
large-scale private investment 
from many parts of the world. As a 
result of that conference, Robert 
Wishnlck’s company made a sub- 
stantia! Investment In establishing 
Wltco Israel. 

WTSHNTCK WAS a warm and out- 
going person who made strong and 
lasting friendships. He was a great 


with the German naval cadets, the 
prince's guard in their neat uni- 
forms of blue and white, Meyer 
commented on the difference In 
emotion between Americans and 
Orientals. “The quiet was 
remarkable. An American crowd 
would have given vent to its 
feelings in oft repeated and long 
continued shouts, but the Arabs 
stood silently, satisfying their 
curiosity and repressing whatever 
emotions may have arisen on the 
occasion. But this silence only add- 
ed to the impressiveness of the 
scene for which the centuries-old 
Tower of David, frowning silently, 
formed an excellent background." 

Meyer took several trips outside 
the city, often visiting the Jewish 
settlements, whose Inhabitants 
much impressed him. “They are 
manifesting energy and uncommon 
courage. The Arabs first objected 
to their presence and often raided 
them, violating their homes. “But 
the colonists whould not stand by 
passive while these things were 
happening, and they just turned on 
the Arabs and put them to flight. 
Every man has his gun and knows 
how to use it." 

On a short trip he and two friends 
took a carriage and drove to 
Koloniyeh iMotza); Just outside 
Jerusalem where 10 families lived. 
In describing them he captured the 
spirit of the settlers. "The begin- 
nings were small, but the progress 
has been sure, the houses are home 
made, rough but comfortable and 
substantial. The colonists owe 
nobody for anything, and are happy 
and contented.” 

Meyer also penned a perfect com- 
mercial for Zionism. "The struggle 
that the early colonists had with the 
soil . was ^ terrific. j fti had to. be 
cleared of stones, and earth ha& to 
be scraped together from every 
rock and cranny, but industry and 
patience were rewarded and today 
the difficult start is looked back to 
with tears and smiles. Little though 
the colony is and hard though the 
path might have been, it is suf- 
ficient to demonstrate what 
possibilities there are in the Jew." 

Meyer spent the majority of his 
time working under the supervision 
of Dr. T.L. Mitchell, the director of 
the American school of Oriental 
studies. Meyer was given con- 
siderable Instruction on the 
archaeological excavations in and 
around Jerusalem. By the end of 
the year he was knowledgeable 
enough to be invited by the 
programme committee of the Abar- 
banel Library to present a lecture 
on the archaeology of Jerusalem. 
He spoke on May 24, 1902 in German 
to a large audience. David Yellin, 
the official translator at all such 
events presented a Hebrew version 
of Meyer's speech. Michael Pines, 
president of the library committee, 
offered his appreciation to the 
speaker for his learned disserta- 
tion. Ben Yehuda was present, and 
he wrote up the event in the weekly 
“Haskafa” newspaper. In fact, 
even the "Jewish Chronicle" of 
London carried a notice of the 
speech. 

After an eight-month stay In 
Jerusalem, Meyer completed his 
studies and left for the U.S. in June 
1902. He had been Invited to give an 
address at the Jewish Chatauqua in 
Atlantic City, the great summer 
forum of American Jewry, on the 
“Present Condition of Jerusalem." 
Before leaving he climbed one of 
the tallest buildings In the city on a 
moonlit night to view Jerusalem 
from above. 

"Such a beautiful sight,” he 
wrote. "The houses are all of white 
stone or white washed and as they 
lay there under the silver light of 
the moon, quiet as a city of the 
dead, you could forget its dirt and 
Its squalor and think only of its 
bygone splendors, when it was a 
city of kings and princes. It Is only a 
trick of the imagination. The old 
Jerusalem is dead, passed away for 
alt time." 


admirer of Golda Melr, who sym- 
bolized the spirit of Israel for him, 
and had a very warm regard for 
Plnhas Saplr. Among his favourites 
was Moyer Weisgal, and he shared 
In financing Welsgal’s ambitious 
project of publishing Chaim Weiz- 
m Ann's letters and memoirs. 

One Incident involving Robert 
Wlshnlck remains particularly 
vivid: One day in 1968, he attended 
a meeting of the American Friends 
of the Hebrew University, where a 
strong pica was made for new dor- 
mitories needed in the reconstruc- 
tion of the Mount Scopus campua. 

The next morning at 7 o'clock my 
phone rang. It was Bob Wishnick, 
asking if he could come down to see 
me. When he arrived, he told me hlB 
wife and lifelong partner, Frieda 
(who has since passed away), was 
about to celebrate her birthday and 
ho wanted to give a dormitory as a 
birthday gift. Was ; 'one still 
Available and could I reserve one 
for her? 

This was so typical of Bob 
Wlshnlck. Is It any wonder that so 
many people will feel the void 
rroatod by his passing?

"THE GREAT DANGER is that 
what happened with you can 
happen again in our generation or 
in later generations. That Is why 
this trial was necessary, even 
almost 40 years after the deed." 

This la what Judge Heinz 
F ass bender said in a Cologne court- 
room earlier this month during the 
two-hour summing-up at what has 
become known as the Lfschka 
Trial. 

After proceedings lasting three 
and a half months, former Gestapo 
officer Kurt Lischha, 70, was 
sentenced to 10 years im- 
prisonment; Herbert-Martln 
Hagen, 66, to 12 years, and Ernst 
Helnrlchsohn, 59, to six years for 
their part in the wartime deporta- 
tion from France of 78,000 Jews. 

Of those deported in 80 convoys, 
40,000, mostly children and elderly 
women, were gassed immediately 
on arrival at Auschwitz, while most 
of the others lingered on for various 
periods before their death. Only 
some 3.000 returned alive from the 
camps. 

In his remarkable statement. Dr. 
Fass bender, who is 48, said: "One 
•sees these people (the accused) 
constantly in front of one and 
notices that In their general 
appearance and life-style they are 
no different from one's own parents 
and older relatives. That is when 
one becomes concerned, because it 
Is impossible to maintain an objec- 
tive distance from them. 

“The punishment," Dr. 
Fassbender added, "can in no way 
approximate the severity of the 
breaches of the law committed. But 
deterrence is an important 
element." 

FURTHER characterizing the 
tenor of the trial, Fassbender said: 
“The presence In my courtroom of 
the French co-plain tiffs, some of 
them descendants of the deported, 
make clear the individual human 
fates behind the five-dJgit number 
of the persecuted.” 

Recognizing that the active 
careers of Lischka and Hagen are 
probably over, Dr. Fassbender 
turned to the 56-year-old 
Helnrlchsohn, himself a lawyer 
and, until bis resignation following 
the verdict, mayor of the small 
Bavarian town of Buergstadt. 

"The other two may not care 
much what happens to them, hut 
you still face a politically active 
life. Could you not have, given this 
court a clear declaration (of your 
guilt), which we constantly ex- 
pected, for which we practically' 
begged? 

"Would such a declaration not 
have rendered the declining years 
of your life more serene, instead of 
letting your defenders ten this court 
— which .has swallowed a lot — 
things, .which even w_e cannot., 
accept?" . " - . 

During the trial, Fassbender had 
commented on the half-truths 
Helnrlchsohn had uttered, such as 
the contention that he thought the 
Jews were being sent to labour

camps and for family reunification 
in the eaat. 

At the -start of the trial, the 
defence had, in fact, attempted to 
have Fassbender disqualified 
because he had volunteered to hear 
the case after the judge who was 
originally scheduled to hear the 
case had become seriously 111. 

As it was, Fassbender was the 
oldest of the three-member bench. 
And of the five-member jury, all 
were below 40. 

Observers agree that it was the 
cool, fair and balanced personality 
of Fassbender that gave the trial its 
special character and allowed it to 
keep -to Its timetable. The only 
delay came at the end, when 
sentencing was postponed from 
January 81 to February n. 

GERMANY has no legislation deal- 
ing with Nazi crimes and it has no 
genocide laws or death penalty. 
Age and health are taken Into con- 
sideration. Thus the 10- and 12-year 
sentences for Lischka and Hagen 
are equivalent to life sentences for 
them. 

Miryam Meyuhas, one of the five 
Israeli observers, who attended the 


beginning and the end of the trial, 
described it as an "historic model,, 
the shortest and most important 
after the Elchmann trial In 
Jerusalem." 

She particularly praised 
Fassbender for resisting the delay- 
ing tactics of the defence lawyers: 
"It was as if the children were judg- 
ing their fathers," she said. 

"It was the voice of the young, 
generation of Germans; the first- 
time that a German judge has. 
sounded like one of us," said the 
vice-chairman of the Israel Com-, 
mittec for Beate Klarafeld. 

Mrs. MeyuhaB stressed the 
difference that the continuous 
presence of French demonstrators, 
led by Serge and Beate Klarafeld, 
had made to the psychological 
climate prevailing at the trial. 

She described one courtroom 
scene, which throws light both on 
the effective background work 
Serge Klarsfeld had done in prepar- 
ing the case for the German 
prosecuting lawyer (to whom he 
was seconded as a member of the 
Paris bar) and on the character of 
court president Fassbender. 

During many of his interjections, 
Klarsfeld had asked the court and . ■ 
the audience to turn to a specific . 
page In his book. "Le Memorial de 
la Deportation des -Juifs de 
France." which lists the names of 
most of the deported. At one such 
interjection, Fassbender said to' 
Klarsfeld: "But we don't have the 
book,” and asked that a copy be 
handed to him. The book then 
became an official court document. 

MOST SPECTATORS were handed 
copies of the 656-page book as they 
entered the courtroom. The young 
French Jews who were organized 
by the Klarsfelds to pack the court- 
room every session were also 
handed white kippot and a yellow 
sign with the legend "Juif Fran- 
cals" as they entered the court. 

Mrs. Meyuhas described the ef- 
forts of the defence lawyers as 
generally weak. They Included such 
statements as. “The Jews are 
demanding the biblical vengeance ; 
of an eye for an eye,” or they cast a 
aspersions on Serge Klarsfeld's ' 
claim to speak for French Jews as , 
his father, who was deported to 
Auschwitz, had been a Rumanian. 

1 Hagen's lawyer went so far as to 
claim that "World War n broke out _ 
because the Jewish boycott of' 
Hitler in 1933 forced him to take 
that step." 

Said Mtb. Meyuhas: "We do not 
see the Cologne trial as the end of 
the line of Nazi trials." Stressing: 
again the difference that a Jewish 
"presence" in the courtroom had 
made, she called for greater sup- . 
port, particularly from Israel, for ' 
the work of Beate and Serge 
Klarsfeld.

THE NEW shekel will be welcomed, even, though it solves no 
economic problems. All will heave a sigh of relief at the disposal 
of the unfortunate Hra, whose daily erosion (its present value is 
that of a grush in 1951) had assumed nightmare proportions. 

But the whole reform is only worth doing if it marks a break 
with the past. The shekel cannot be allowed to go the way of 
the pound. A repeat performance that in due course breaks the 
shekel, and sets a future governor of the central bank on the 
search for another historic unit of currency (the maneh? The 
kikar? > would create doubts about this country's capacity to run 
a monetary system. 

Aware of the necessity to change course, Finance Minister 
Hurvitz has introduced a thoroughgoing reporting system on the 
possession and movement of funds. The purpose is to provide 
the Treasury with information. A person who has accumulated 
"black" capital, that is, earnings kept secret from the tax 
authorities, must spend it sooner or later. He can smuggle it 
abroad and spend it there, which Is difficult to trace. 

But if he spends large sums in Israel, the information that will 
now become available, if fed to the Treasury's computers, could 
reveal outlays greater than declared income, which opens the 
way to searching questions. All this must help the tax collectors 
to bring in more revenue, and will certainly contribute to 
j narrowing budget deficits. 

Is that enough? The desperate quest for more income, 
bolstered by quite fiendish penalties, suggests that Mr. Hurvitz 
is faltering in his original (and laudable) intention, which was to 
cut the expenditure side. This is where Mr. Ehrlich, his 
predecessor in office, went wrong. He could not persuade 
cabinet colleagues to reduce their budgets. ( 

Despite Yigael Hurvitz's assurances that times had changed 
and he would not give in (“I have no money"), he seems to be 
retreating on all fronts. Defence and housing are getting more 
than Ehrlich gave them last year. Education will in all i 
likelihood get more as well, owing to the teachers' imminent 
wage rise. Doctors and nurses refuse to tolerate dismissals. 
Social welfare workers threaten to close down their whole 
operation. The economy drive is being resisted tooth and nail. 

Economies can be made without damaging the public ser- 
vices, provided the government sector can be brought to accept 
the financial constraints which face business enterprises under | 
present market conditions. i 

If the introduction of the shekel makes it easier for Mr. Hur- | 
vitz to drive that point home, it could mark a turning point in 
economic policy. But the prospects are not exactly reassuring. !

IN HIS recent State of the Union 
speech, U.S, President Jimmy 
Carter referred to the work of the 
President's Commission on the 
Holocaust, which reported its fin- 
dings in September. A second body 
is now being set up, with the task of 
implementing the proposals sub- 
mitted by the commission and ap- 
proved by the president. According 
to Carter, this will involve an “ap- 
propriate memorial to the six 
million Jews and the millions of 
other victims of Nazism during 
World War n." T 

In this most disturbing state- 
ment, the Holocaust is re -defined to 
include the siim total of all the 
atrocities committed by the Nazis 
during World War n — and there 
were many. 

The Holocaust in this view Is no 
longer a unique historical event, the 
result of a quasi-religious Ideology 
which saw in the Jewish people a 
demonic force ruling the world and 
consequently tried to annihilate It, 
hut a hold-all term for "the in- 
humanity of man to man," and 
similar meaningless 

generalizations. Not only were the 
six million Jews murdered by their 
enenles; they now stand in danger 
of having their unique martyrdom 
obliterated by their friends. 

The trouble is that this la done 
with the best of intentions by the 
only country that now stands by the 
Jewish people on many vital fronts, 
and by an American president who 
is the first to have undertaken a 
number of Important steps to 
memorialize the Holocaust. 

The appointment of the commis- 
sion and the acceptance of its 
report, as well as the growing 
recognition of Holocaust Remem- 
brance Day (Nissan 27) by the

American public, stand out as sym- 
bols of American identification with 
the Jewish contents of the 
Holocaust. The total misunderstan- 
ding of the event as evidenced by 
Carter's statement is therefore 
doubly painful. 


THE IDEA of widening the scope of 
the Holocaust did not originate in 
Carter's mind. When, on Holocaust 
Remembrance Day last year be 
spoke of the 11 million victims of 
the Holocaust — six million Jews 
and five million others — he was 
echoing Nazi hunter Simon 
Wlesenthal, among others. At that 
ceremony, candles were lit, one of 
them by an Armenian represen- 
tative. Now, apparently, the Arme- 
nian tragedy is out, and all victims 
of Nazi brutality are in. 

Between, the spring of 1979 and his 
State of the Union speech, the five 
million non- Jewish "victims of the 
Holocaust" became the "millions of 
victims of Nazism.” The change is 


cosmetic only; the content . 
remains. 

The Nazis did Indeed murder 
millions of non- Jews — con- 
siderably more, in fact, than- five 
million. Their policy towards Poles, 
Czechs, Serbs and others has right- 
ly been called genocide: the plann- 
ed destruction of a nation's identity, 
the selective mass surrender of Its 
intellectual elite, the destruction of 
its religious life, its culture and 
economy, and the enslavement of 
the rest. But there was no plan of 
total physical annihilation — the 
Nazis needed the Slav nations to 
build the Third Reich's Kidtur. 

The Jews were a different 
matter: they were not considered 
subhuman Aryans, as were the 
Poles. They were not human at all. 
Rather, they were a satanlc force 
that had to be utterly destroyed. 
Jews had no choice of resistance or 
submission as others had; they, 
were killed for the crime of having 
been born. Their destruction was a 


sacral act. Even the method of their 
murder after 2941 — gassing — -was 
different: Only a few thousand gyp- 
sies and a small number of Soviet 
prisoners of war shared the fate of 
the millions of Jews. The place of 
the Jews In the Nazi world was 
unique, and was related to the uni- 
que history of the Jewish people 
and their historical relationship, to 
the non-Jewish world. 

THERE IS NO contradiction 
between this uniqueness and the uni- 
versal •; implications . of . the 
Holocaust. The Holocaust could be 
defined as the planned total, 
physical destruction by modern in- 
dustrial means of an ethnic or. 
national group. There are near 
parallels (such as' the fate of. 
Armenians and gypsies) , and there 
Is a general mass brutalization, 
now defined as genocide, to which It 
is related. 

The importance of the Holocaust 
does not lie only in the fact that it 
could be repeated In one form or.

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THE RUSSIANS seem to invade a 
country once every 12 years: 
Hungary in 1956, Czechoslovakia in 
1968 and Afghanistan in 1680. This to 
better than Hitler, who did It every 
12 months, but one wonders whose 
turn it will he In 1992. 

Of course, the timing is clearly 
accidental, since it depends on fac- 
tors outside the Kremlin’s control. 
But there are strong similarities 
among the three Invasions. Each 
was of a country with a Communist 
regime In danger of collapse. The 
Russians intervened to replace the 
existing leadership by a more ef- 
ficient one, and one more subser- 
vient to themselves. .The previous 
leaders were deposed and in two 
cases (Nagy and Amin) killed; 
Dubcek precariously survives. 

In each case there was a wholly 
unfounded claim of being "invited 
in." and in each case the Russians 
promised to withdraw their troops 
as soon as the position was stabiliz- 
ed. After 24 years in Hungary and 
12 In Czechoslovakia, the Soviet 
troops are still there, and It to not 
likely that we shall see them leav- 
ing Afghanistan very soon.

THERE IS, however, one major 
difference between Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia on the one hand and 
Afghanistan on the other. The first 
two are within an area long 
recognized as part of the Soviet 
Empire. Afghanistan is not 
recognized, even though it had had 
a Communist government for some 
years before the invasion and had 
long been subject to Soviet in- 
fluence. 


An analogy with the Kremlin's 
action there might be the 
Americans sending troops into Iran 
to prop up the Shah, ‘or to replace 
him with a more efficient or more 
acceptable shah. 

Of course the analogy is not com- 
plete. because Iran is on the 
borders of the Soviet Union. A 
reverse analogy would be if the 
Castro regime had begun to totter 
and Soviet troops were sent there to 
prop it up. 

Analogies are often misleading, 
of course, but they may illustrate 
something important about the 
general situation. 

In the first place, determined as 
the Kremlin always is not to let 
Communist regimes fall, they can 
hardly put this determination into 
effect In areas too remote from 
their borders and too near the U.S. 
The same inhibition applies the 
other way round to the American 


Government. 

There is a lack of symmetry in 
Che position of the two super- 
powers. The Soviet Union has no 
vital interests in countries border- 
ing on the U.S. (unless it be for pur- 
poses of aggression). But the U.S., 
and the West as a whole, have vital 
interests in countries bordering on 
the Soviet Union or near It, par- 
ticularly, of course, the oil of the 
Gulf. Protecting these vital in- 
terests is militarily and politically 
awkward, both because they are so 
remote from American territory 
and because they are so dangerous- 
ly (to both sides) near to Soviet 
territory.

Sir, — This letter is written out of 
frustration, sadness and anger. 

One and a half years ago my 
family and I returned to Israel, at 
our own expenses, alter a stay ot 
almost six years in Holland. Both 
my wife (a Pb.D pharmacist) and I 
la Ph.D. biochemist) worked in 
Holland at the R and D department 
of an ultra-modern pharmaceutical 
company. Both of us had very good 
jobs; we had every reason to be 
content, happy and to stay. But we 
did not forget Israel. We continued 
to speak Hebrew at home. Because 
of our efforts, our two children, 
upon our return to Israel, had no 
adaptation difficulties whatsoever. 

Because of promises made to us 
in Holland about Job opportunities 
in Israel, we returned and 1 started 
working at a local pharmaceutical 


company. Now. one and a half 
years after our return, because of 
the economic difficulties, I am fired 
and jobless. AU my efforts to find 
another job here have been 
fruitless. The situation Is hopeless 
and made more difficult because of 
rising unemployment in Europe. 
The result of all this will probably 
be that we have to return to 
Holland. 


Finally this: In the Yad Vashem 
booklet entitled "The Holocaust" 
(ed. 1975), the section devoted to 
Therestenatadt reports: "A total of 
around 15,000 children under the 
age of 15 passed through Terezln. 
Of these, around 100 came back." I 
am one of those 100. If there is no 
place for me here, for wham is 
there place?
